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PREFACE. 


IT is well known and agreed to by Botaniſts, that the 
Mints ſtill remain in great confuſion and obſcurity, owing chiefly to the 
ſcarcity of good and faithful figures; and it is wonderful, amidſt all 
our modern improvements in Botany, that no new plates of this very 
uſeful and beautiful tribe have been given, at leaſt none that are capital; 
yet ſuch is the intricacy and ſportiveneſs of this family, that it is impoſ- 
ſible for a verbal deſcription alone to define them without the aid of juſt 
and accurate figures to refer to. Perhaps the reaſon why we have ſo few 
of theſe, may be owing to the difficulty, labour, and tediouſneſs, in the 


execution of them, their flowers being ſo numerous, and their component 
parts ſo minute. 


Foscnivs's plates, altho' they are in general rude and Gothick, corre- 
ſponding to the times in which he lived, are ſome of them very good, par- 
ticularly his M. Hortenfis prima, our Sativa; and his M. Hortenſis ſecunda, 
our Rotundifolia. His other three are but indifferent, I might ſay bad. 


Jonx Bavuine's figures are on too ſmall a ſcale to convey any proper 
idea of the plants, excepting only his Mentaſtrum gravi odore, which is 
indeed a maſter- piece of thoſe times, and worthy of admiration; and 
perhaps not to be excelled by artiſts of the preſent day.

MaTH1oLvus alſo has a neat figure of Calamintha aquatica, our Arvenſis; 
and LoBEL has another of the ſame, but from a different habitat, which 
has equal, if not greater merit. On the other hand, Lozer's Menthaſtrum 
bi (evidently intended for our Villeſa) is ſo ambiguous, that ſome authors 


have made it their Menthaſtrum longifolium, and ſome again their Men- 
. | thaftrum rotundifolium. 


Rav, in his Cat. Plant. p. 198, has the following ſtrifture on this 
| [ figure, quoting it from GERARD and PaRrKins0N, (which are both copies 
of LopzLr) to his Menthaſtrum longifolium: 4 Figure enim nullo modo 
1 * conveniunt;” and then immediately after quotes the ſame figures to his 
| Menthaſtrum rotundifolium with an interrogation, being very doubtful 
which they are meant for. And what is rather pleaſant, Hitt has 


copied it in his plates with this plain Engliſh title morse-mINT;” 
forgetting to tell us whether long-leaved or round-leaved horſe-mint.* 
However, it is plain that it is meant for the long-leaved, by the deep 
ſaw-teeth of the leaves; for their Menthaſtrum rotundifolium (Fylv. noſt.) 
is crenated rather than ſerrated. 


Fuscn1vs's figure, copied by J. Bavnine, is as bad, if not worſe, 
than LoseL'ss MoRrisoN's figure is ſomething better, but Mrs. BLAck- 


WELI's is very indifferent.

* I would not be underſtood as implying any cenſure on HILL, as he was in my opinion, the 


| beſt Engliſh Botaniſfof his time, and, had he applied himſelf to the ſubject, was well qualified to 
have explained it; but as he thought it perhaps an object which was not likely to attract notice, 
he followed the confideration of his Bardana, which eventually proved moſt productive. He was | 
certainly a great genius, but his imagination was diverted by following too many purſuits. 1 2

Added to the inaccuracy of the plates now extant, another cauſe con- 
tributes no ſmall matter to the preſent confuſion, that is, the deficiency in 
number; Linnzvs having allowed us but ten mints, whereas our im- 
mortal Ray, after having deſcribed no leſs than fixteen, with all that 
pleaſant candour ſo peculiar to him, finiſhes the ſubject with this re- 
mark—* Mentharum valde ferax eſt Anglia noſtra, nam præter ſpecies de novo 
&« hic additas, quatuor alia peculiaribus nominibus recenſentur a MERRETTO 
« in Pin. et plures præter has tum a D. BuDDLE, tum a D. Rand obſervate 
ee ſunt, Sed cum de iis nobis nondum ſatis conſtet, ulteriori eas obſervationi 
e relinquere neceſſe habuimus. This is a ſufficient proof that Ray 


thought the field of Engliſh mints far from being exhauſted. 


TouRNneFoRT ſeems to have found all Ray's plants in France, and 


deſcribes them with little or no variation. 


Sir Joun HiLr, in his B. H. has only copied Ray, and thrown no 
new light on the ſubject. Our Jate eminent Engliſh botaniſt, Mr. 
HuDsoNn, whoſe loſs will be long regretted, appears to have been well 
acquainted with all Ray's plants; and, obſerving that Linnzwvs had to- 
tally unnoticed many of them, and unwilling to have them left in ob- 
ſcurity, has, in his ſecond edition, introduced them as varieties, ſome in 
one place, and ſome in another. The attempt was certainly laudable, but 


it was not ſucceſsful, having tended only to increaſe the entanglement. 


Upon the whole, then, it is very obvious to all who are any ways con- 
verſant with the ſubject, that an entire new ſet of good plates of the mints 


iS much wanted; nor, indeed, can any freſh illuſtration of them be given 
without ;

without; and, as I have always been of opinion that good plates are in- 
jured by colouring, I have endeavoured to procure ſuch plates as need no 
colouring; my intention in this eſſay being not only to give ſuch plates 
as will bear future .references, but, at the ſame time, to harmonize all 
the preſent diſcordant quotations that ſo often occur both in -Linnzvs 
and HupsoN, and to adduce every quotation in its right place, that the 
tyro may be no longer puzzled by contradictions ; but, on the contrary, 
be enabled to find out his plant quick and to a certainty; for which 
reaſon I have, in all the abſtruſer mints, given a diſcriminating charac- 
teriſtick, to facilitate his reſearch, and to prevent his remaining in doubt. 


I have nothing to add, but that I with this humble attempt to illuſ- 
trate the mints, may ſtimulate ſome abler Botaniſt to purſue the ſubject, 
and render it more compleat. Having no coadjutor to aſſiſt me, it is 
probable there may be many errors and miſtakes; and I ſhall be very 
thankful for any communications that may be made to me, pointing 
them out; that, in caſe a future edition ſhould be called for, I may be 
enabled to make it more perfect; unleſs (as I hinted above) an abler 
hand ſhould take up the ſubject.

1, LONG-LEAVED HORSE-MINT. 


THIS is a tall elegant plant, uſually growing four feet or more in 
height; its leaves are long, acuminated, ſerrated and ſeſſile, embracing the 
ſtalk, they are woolly and hoary on the under fide, and green and hairy 


on the upper ſide; the veins of the leaves form a beautiful net-work, 


equally viſible on both ſides. The ſtalks are quadrangular, hoary, and 


upright, terminating: in neat ſlender ſpikes of flowers, compoſed of ſmall 


rundles, with long, narrow, conſpicuous, bracteal leaves under each rundle. 
The flowers are very ſmall for the ſize of the plant, and are of a beautiful 
pale lilac colour. The ſtamens are always ſhorter than the flower, and 
cannot be ſeen but when the bloſſom is quite expanded.“ It bloſſoms the 
laſt week in July, and the whole plant has a diſagreeable goatiſh minty 
ſmell. 


It is met with in ditches under hedges, and about mill-dams, and in 
obſolete water-courſes, but is not common. I obſerved it in a lane going 
from Littlebury to Lord Howard's on the left hand, and in a mill-dam at 
Matlock; and the wild ſpecimen from which this plate was done, I found 
in a cloſe at Box, Wilts, called Box-Lays. 


* Linnzus and Haller both make it a leading feature in this plant, that the ſtamens are longer 
than the flower; but as I have never yet found it ſo, either in its wild or cultivated ſtate, I durſt 


not adopt either of their deſcriptions,

3. COMMON HORSE-MINT. 


THIS Mint grows about three feet in height, the ſtalks are quadran- 
gular, hairy, and green, turning reddiſh as the ſummer advances; they are 
moderately branched, which, as well as the ſtalks, all terminate in oblong 
thick-ſet ſpikes of flowers, of a white paliſh-red colour; the ſtamens of 
which are always ſhorter than the bloſſom. The leaves are ſeſſile, oblong, 
and pointed, deeply ſcerrated round the edges, and are of a blackiſh-green 
colour on the upper fide, and hoary and villoſe underneath; they are 
deeply furrowed or wrinkled, ſomething like green ſage. The whole plant 
ſmells much like ſpear-mint. 

This plant differs from the foregoing, in its leaves not being near ſo 
hoary, long, and acuminated; in its ſpikes being ſhorter and more denſe, 
inſomuch, that the bractea appear like hairs between the flowers, not long 
and foliaceous as in that, and does not bloſſom before the middle of Auguſt; 
yet it is probably only a variety of the foregoing: but as it has, after the 
cultivation of it for more than twenty years in my garden, maintained its 
diſtinctions, I thought it beſt to give a figure of it; being of opinion, 
that where varieties are permanent, it 1s better to deſcribe them apart, than 
to crowd them in with a G. y. &c. For it is very confuſing to a tyro in 
particular, to ſee in the ſame plant one author deſcribing it with long 


acuminate hoary leaves, ſmelling like a goat, &c.; and another ſaying, the 


leaves are broad and ſmooth; and a third ſaying, it ſmells finely of ſpear- 
mint :—he of courſe becomes puzzled, and gives the matter up. I have. 
moreover the ſanction of Ray, Tournefort, and Hill, who have all acted as 
precedents in the ſame manner. 

This variety is much more common than the foregoing, being to be 
met with in moſt home-cloſes, about farmers' bartons, and ſuch places. I 
obſerved it by the water- ſide at Bottiſham-Load mill, Cambridgeſhire, and 


in a home-cloſe of an inn at Hillington, Middleſex, and frequently under 


hedges in Hertfordſhire. 

This and the preceding both poſſeſs ſimilar qualities to the M. fylveftris, 
and have always been promiſcuouſly uſed for that ; but the powers of the 
ſylveſtris being much more eminent, it ought always to be preferred, when- 
ever it can be procured. |

3. STRONG-SCENTED MINT. 


THIS plant grows from two feet and half to three feet in height; its 
ſtalks are quadrangular, hairy, upright, and very much branched with 
flowering-ſprigs elegantly diſpoſed, each ſprig generally terminating in 
three (and ſometimes -more) beautiful ſlender ſpikes, of whitiſh-red 
flowers, which are ſo expanded that the ſtamens with their little red an- 
thers or chives are always in fight, and are longer than the flower; the 
leaves are wrinkled and downy underneath, and are ſleeker and of a dark 
green above, the veins are neatly reticulated, and obvious on both ſides; 
the lower leaves are oblong and blunt, the upper leaves are roundiſh; they 
are ſeſſile, and are crenated rather than dentated. It has a very ſtrong 
volatile mixed ſmell of volatile falt of amber, camphor, and mint. 

This is the true Menthaſtrum, or wild Horſe-Mint of the ſhops. 


1t is now and then found spontaneous in muddy places in high moors ; for instance, on 
a common at Elsmoor, Shropshire, but it is very rare: yet as an honourable relict of our 
venerable Gothick ruins, it is very common; as in a close called the Abbey-Warren, at 
Hinton-Abbey in Somerset; in the environs Abbey-Tintern, S. Wales; at Ragland- 
Castle, ditto; in a close called the Abbots-Garden, at Glastonbury-Abbey ; in a high mea- 
dow near Berkeley-Castle ; at Wenlock- Abbey, Salop; at the ruins of an old abbey, or 
castle, ¶ forget which) near the strand at Hollywell; and observed by Mr. Blackstone, in 
Harefield church-yard, and by Dr. Deering, in the neighbourhood NVottingham- Castle. 


Theſe habitats ſufficiently evince, that the powers of this plant were well 
underſtood by the Monks, who were in their days the principal phyſicians; 
and this knowledge (as ſoon as literature begin to revive in Europe) was 
eaſily acquired from the works of the Arabian phyſicians, particularly 
Rhaſes, who made great uſe of this plant. Be this as it may, it certainly 
is a plant of great virtue, and deſerves to be better known than it is at pre- 
ſent, being an excellent cephalic, antihyſteric, ecphractic, and cardiac ſimple. 
I have found it of great uſe in caſes of epilepſy, and chloroſis; the latter 
caſe it moſt commonly cures in two or three months. I cannot ſay it has 


ever cured epilepſy, but it wonderfully refreſhes the brain, reſtores the me- 


mory, and takes off the dull ſtupid languor occaſioned by thoſe fits. 


My mode of giving it is this:—Take sir drackms of fine powder, made from the green 
leaves and flower spikes, hastily dried, and with a Sufficient quantity of $yrup of orange - 
pcel make an electuary ; the quantity of a nutmeg to be taken morning, noon, and night, 
washing it down with a wine-glass of tea made with the same green herb in $summer, and 
of the dried herb in winter, In all cases before J enter upon the use of it, I premise an 


emetic of Tpecacuanha powder, and a scruple of Pil. Rufi, in four pills, to be taken after 
the emetic the same night.

THIS wild Mint grows to the height of three feet and upwards; its 
ſtalk is quadrangular, large, very hairy, upright, and not much branched, 
terminating in very large thickſet ſpikes of flowers of a bright-red colour; 
the bracteals are like hairs, and project ſo much above the flowers as to 
give the ſpike a ſtrong reſemblance of a fox's tail. 


The leaves are ſeſſile, almoſt round, and deeply ſerrated; they are of a 


dark-green colour, wrinkled, and hairy; the nerves of the leaves run tranſ- 


verſely, and the veins are reticulated; the ſtamens with their beautiful 
red anthers, being equal to the bloſſom in length, appear in fight when 
the flower expands. 


The ſmell of this plant reſembles that of ſpear-mint, but is not ſo fragrant. 


I believe this plant is very rare, as I have never yet met with it ſponta- 
neous. It was given me eighteen years ago by that very eminent botaniſt, 
W. Aiton, eſq; (late botanic gardener to his Majeſty) who, at the ſame 
time, informed me, that it had been ſent to him by a correſpondent who 
had found it both in Kent and Eſſex.

THIS plant grows about three feet in height; its ſtalk is quadran- 
gular, upright, ſmooth, and of a bright green colour, being neatly 
branched with upright ſprigs, which terminate in elegant long ſpikes of 
flowers, which are of a bright-red colour, dotted here and there with 
white ſpecks in the inſide; the ſtamens, tipped with beautiful red knobs, 
are longer than the bloſſom. 3 


The leaves are long, narrow, acuminated, and deeply ſerrated, and ſit- 
ting on the ſtalk; they are of a graſs- green colour, and perfectly ſmooth on 
both ſides; the nerves are white, and the veins obſcurely reticulated; the 
whole plant has a moſt fragrant and refreſhing ſmell. Its red bloſſoms, 
ſmooth leaves, and eminent ſtamens, ſufficiently diſtinguiſh it from the 
villoſa's. | 


Ray and Hill, neither of them finding it wild, treat it as an exotic; but 
our great Maſter, Linnæus, boldly ſays, habitat in Anglia; and Hudſon has 
quoted ſeveral habitats in his ingenious work Flo. Ang. and I have found 
it ſpontaneous in a common between Glaſtonbury and Wells; and the plant 
which produced the ſpecimen for this plate, I brought home ten years ago 
from a wild habitat in the meadows four miles out of Bath, where it flou- 
riſhes to this day in an old water-grip, intermixed with M. aquatica, &c. 


It alſo grows in various places by the ſide of the Avon between Bath 
It lowers in Auguſt. 


The virtue of this excellent plant, as a cephalic, stomachic, and febrifuge, are $0 well 
established by the concurrent testimony of many ages, as to maintain its consequence and 
repute even at this time, when herbs in general are so unfortunately, and, I may say, 
unjustly repudiated, that it needs not to be enlarged on here.

THIS Mint grows about three feet in height; its ſtalk is quadrangular, 
hairy, upright, and but little branched; of a browniſh red colour, termi- 
nating in three broad ſpikes of flowers of a pleaſant red colour; the upright 
ſpike being much larger than the collateral ones; the ſtamens are ſhorter 
than the bloſſom, and hid from view. 


The leaves ſtand on footſtalks; they are broad, hairy, ſerrated, and 
pointed, and are of a greyiſh colour ; the lower leaves are oblong, but from 
the middle of the ſtalk upwards they are ovate. 

The whole plant has a goatiſh-minty ſmell. 


It grows in old ditches at Glaſtonbury, 8 Birtle, and * 8-

7. TRUE PEPPER-MINT. 


THIS plant grows from three feet to three and a half in height; its 
ſtalks are ſquare, firm, upright, not much branched, and of a browniſh 


red colour, terminating in beautiful long ſpikes of pale-red flowers; the 


three or four lowermoſt whirles are interrupted, or ſomewhat diſtant, in 
the ſame manner as. in the ſpear-mint ; the ſtamens are juſt equal to the 
bloſſom, and in ſight when that is expanded. The leaves are long, nar- 
row, acuminated, . ſharply ſerrated, ſtanding on footſtalks, and are of a 
very dark-green colour; and when viewed on the under fide through a 
common pocket magnifying-glaſs, in the ſun or by candle-light, innume- 
rable bright filver ſpangles are diſplayed all over the ſurface, which perhaps 
is its eſſential oil. All the Mints exhibit ſomething of this kind, but 
none in ſo eminent a degree as this does. The calix is ſtill fuller of 
thoſe ſpangles than the leaves. I conclude it is from theſe ſpangles or 
gems, (whether they be eſſential ſalt, or eſſential oil of the plant, let 
better judges determine) that it derives its virtues in caſes of ſtone and 
gravel; for which purpoſes, in Plukenet's time, it was in fo high eſteem 
as to gain the title of SaxiFRaca; and its ſingular efficacy as a carmi- 
native is well known in all families. 


This plant grows ſpontaneouſly in a ſwampy place on Lanſdown called 
the Wells, it being the ſpring-head of Locks-brook. It is alſo found by 
the ſide of the Avon in Newton-Mead. 


The whole plant has a very grateful poignant taſte and ſmell of pepper. 


It blows in the middle of Auguſt.

8. COMMON PEPPER-MINT. 


The stalk of this plant is ſquare, wreathed, or bending; it is of a reddiſh- 
brown colour, a little hairy, much branched, and grows two feet and a 
half in height; the branches, as well as the main ſtalk, terminate in ob- 
long, and very often, round heads of flowers, which are of a beautiful 
purpliſh-red colour: the collateral branches bending and wreathing in 
perfect uniſon with the main ſtalk, give the plant a very animated and 
graceful mein, exhibiting at firſt glance a total contraſt to the foregoing. 
The leaves ſtand on ſhort foot-ſtalks; they are ovate, ſerrated, and ſlightly 
| hairy; the ſtamens are ſhorter than the bloſſoms ; the calix is ſprinkled 
with the ſame ſort of ſpangles as that of the foregoing, but the leaves are 
| not ſo loaded with them as the leaves of the former. The whole plant 
has a very agreeable ſmell and flavour of pepper and mint, but is not fo 
| piquant as the foregoing ; it nevertheleſs make a very pleaſant pepper- 


| | mint water when diſtilled green ; but the former is the right plant for 
| drying for the uſe of the ſhops. 


| | I have found it ſpontaneous in various watery places about Bath, and 
between Wells and Glaſtonbury, alſo in Chittern-bottom, Wilts. 


It does not blow until the middle of September in general. 


Mr. Ray's Artist, who perhaps lived at a distance, and after drawing the first lines of 
this plant, I suppose took it home with him to fintsh by memory at leisure, (which is too 
often the case) by which means he has made a centaur of it, having placed the head of 
common water-mint on the Shoulders of the sptked pepper- mint; the leaves of which are 
done to admiration, and consequently in Mr. Ray's presence, who, it is universally known, 
was excedingly accurate, 


Barrellieri's Artist has committed the same blunder of putting styles for stamens, and 
vice versa, &c. for which reason that neat collection of Spanish and Italian plants is ren- 
dered of no value now. Indeed there is this to be said for both, that the sexual System 
was not known at that time, of course the drawing-masters were not $0 attentive to the 
number of stamens and styles as the present System requires.

9. BERGAMOT MINT. 


THE ftalk of this Mint is quadrangular, almoſt ſmooth, of a mahogany 
colour, much branched, and grows about two feet high, terminating in a 
large round head of flowers, and two collateral heads at the joint below it; 
the collateral branches alſo all terminate in a head of flowers, which are of 
a light red colour; the leaves ſtand on ſhort footſtalks, they are conca ve, 
ovate, and ſerrated; the nerves and very often the under ſides of the leaves 
are red; the ſtamens are ſhorter than the bloſſoms: the whole plant has 


a moſt agreeable ſmell of Bergamot. The heads are not ſtrictly globular, 


but are a little depreſſed at the tops: this hint correſponds in every thing 
to Linnæus's aquatica, but in the ſtamens being ſhorter than the bloſſom. 
The late Mrs. Walmſley, of Bath, when I ſhewed her this Mint as a curi- 
oſity in the year 1772, informed me that it was very common by river- 
ſides and brooks in Cheſhire, particularly in the neighbourhood of her 
father's houſe, (Aſton-houſe) and that 1t was well known there by the 
name of Water-Mint. I found my plant in a ſmall brook or ditch near 
Capel-Carey, between Llandrooſt and Llanberrys, North- Wales. 


Morriſon has thrown great light on this plant by giving us two figures 
of it, one ſmooth like his and mine, and one hairy like Ray's: it is well 
known that the difference of ſoil conſtitutes this difference. Both Morri- 
ſon and Ray's figures exhibit the ſtamens longer than the bloſſoms; but 
as neither of them mention any thing of this, I am inclined to think it 
is owing to an error of the artiſt, who has drawn ſtamens for ſtyles, as in 
Ray's pepper-mint; and this appears ſtill more likely to be the caſe, as in 
looking wiſtly into them we find but one ſtamen in each bloſſom, which 


ought to contain four, with a ſingle bifid ſtyle in the midſt of them, of 
which there 1s no appearance. |

10. LESSER WATER-MINT. 


THIS plant grows about a foot and a half in height; its ſtalk is ſquare, 
upright, hairy, and much branched, terminating in a ſuperb round head 
of flowers, with two collateral ones at the joint immediately under it ; the 
collateral branches alſo terminate in a head of flowers, but they are ſmaller 
than thoſe of the main ſtalk; the flowers are of a beautiful vivid red 
colour, with the ſtamens longer than the bloſſom. The leaves are rigid, 
a little criſped or curled, the lower ones ſtanding on ſhort foot-ſtalks, but 
the upper ones. are ſeſſile; they are of a dark green above and almoſt 
ſmooth, but pale and hairy underneath; their ſhape 1s partly ovate and 
partly cordate; they are ſerrated and ſhort-pointed, and their nerves are 
particularly ſtrong and harſh. 


This plant, when in bloom, 1s of ſingular beauty, and worthy of admi- 


ration: it has a ſtrong volatile ſmell of ſalt of amber, and of courſe 1 is an 


excellent antihyſterick and cephalick. 


I have rejected the term hirſuta, becauſe in Somerſetſhire, Wiltſhire, and 
in Wales, it is a great deal ſmoother than the aquatica major, although 
in Hornſey-lane near London, and ſome other ſituations, I have obſerved 
it to be more hairy, but it is by no means conſtantly ſo. 


It grows frequently in ſwamps in elevated ſituations, ſuch as the ſides 
of our downs, Mendip-hills, &c. 


It flowers towards the end of July.

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11. GREAT WATER-MINT. 


THIS plant grows from three to five feet in height; its ſtalk is ſquare, 
deeply furrowed or ſulcated, green, hairy, and terminates in one great 
oblong head of flowers, below which there are uſually two cluſters of 
flowers, and often a third ſet ſtanding on footſtalks, iſſuing from the 
boſoms of the leaves; they are of a light purple colour, divided into four 
ſegments; the upper ſegment, as in all the mints, being bifid or cleft, but 
in this moſt eminently ſo; the ſtamens are taller than the bloſſom; the 
leaves ſtand on longiſh footſtalks, and are (as in all its congeners the 
Siſymbria) round and red underneath until the latter end of May, when 
they begin to aſſume their proper ſhape, and by degrees become pointed, 
green, hairy, broad, ovate, elliptical, and oblong; for nature ſports much 
in the habit of this plant according to the variety of ſoils and ſituations; 
for inſtance, in the brooks at Twiford, it is five feet high, with broad 
elliptical leaves almoſt ſmooth; in our ditches and rivulets about Bath it 
1s exceedingly hairy, with ovate leaves, and does not exceed three feet in 
height; on our downs again it is procumbent, hoary, and its leaves acu- 
minated; but its peculiar ſmell points out the plant in all its various 
ſituations, which is exactly that of a ropy chimney in a wet ſummer, 
where wood fires have been kept in winter-time. Tea made of its green 
leaves 1s excellent in all nervous and hyſterick caſes, and wherever wood- 
ſoot and Ruſſia caſtor are uſeful, the tea of this plant 1s not only a fine 
auxiliary, but in caſes of need an excellent ſubſtitute: I ſpeak this from 
my own experience. 


Our anceſtors, from long before the time of Dr. Turner to the middle 
of this preſent century, held it deſervedly in high eſtimation as a nervous 
medicine, and made great uſe of it. 


Tournefort, in his excellent Inſtitutes, obſerves, that there 1s a volatile 
olly falt in this plant, which is very aromatick, ſtomachick, and diuretick, 
and that the leaves give out their virtue being made into tea. 


It is a very common plant growing in watery places all over England. 
It flowers in Auguſt. |

12. CORN MINT. 


THIS Mint does not much exceed one foot in height; its ſtalk is 
ſquare, pale, very hairy, and quite overloaded with horizontal branches, 
which weigh it down and prevent its being upright; the leaves ſtand on 
ſhort footſtalks; they are hairy, ovate, ſerrated, and of a pale-green colour. 


The wharls ſtand at the joints in the boſoms of the leaves, and cloſely 
embrace the ſtalk all round; the flowers are of a pleaſant red colour; the 
ſtamens generally ſhorter than the bloſſom; the calix or cup is quite woolly. 


This plant has a ſtrong fullſome mixed ſmell of mellow apples and 
gingerbread, by which it may be always known in all ſituations. Some 
authors have puzzled themſelves and their readers by making J. Bauhin's 
figure of arvenſis, a diſtinct plant from Lobel's belgarum, which are cer- 
tainly figures of the ſame plant in different ſituations; witneſs C. B. who 
quotes both of them to his arvenſis, as does Morriſon alſo. 


In gravelly and ſandy foils, as Hounſlow-heath, Epping, and Windſor 
foreſts, this plant is not above fix or ſeven inches high, whence ſome have 
termed it exigua, but its peculiar ſmell will always detect it. It is com- 
mon in corn-fields and ſhallow waters, and flowers at the latter end of 
of July and in Auguſt. 


There are two diſtinct varieties of this plant. 


1. Corn Mint with an upright ſtalk, red, not much branched, growing 
to the height of two feet, with long, narrow, and almoſt ſmooth leaves, 
and an agreeable ſmell. Mrs. Blackwell has drawn this variety for her 
Corn Mint. It grows in ſhallow waters on ſandy heaths. 


2. Great Corn Mint with broad, ovate, deep-green leaves; ſtalk hairy, 
much branched, and two feet high, and not unpleaſant in its ſmell; the 
ſtamens longer than the bloſſom. It grows in moiſt meadows frequently.

The ſtalk of this Mint is upright, of a pale whitiſh colour, almoſt 
ſmooth, and not much branched; the branches are ſhort, upright, and 
diſtant; the joints between the leaves being much longer in this Mint 
than in many others; the leaves ſtand on ſhort white footſtalks; they are 
oblong, ſmooth, ſerrated, and pointed, the nerves of which are white and 
ſimple; the whirls ſtand in the boſoms of the leaves towards the top of 
the ſtalk; the flowers are of a bright pink colour, with ſtamens ſhorter 


than the bloſſom; the ſmell of this plant is much like that of the 
ſweet flag. 


This Mint has very much the face and habit of Jacquin's auftriaca, but 
15 much larger, which may proceed from ſituation. 


It grows by the ſide of the river Avon near Bath, in various places, and 


blows in the middle of June, which is at leaſt a fortnight or three weeks 
ſooner than any other. |

This Mint grows in corn-fields about Mendip hills, Shepton-Mallet, 
and Frome, and in neglected gardens in that part of Somerſetſhire abun- 
dantly; and as the Corn Mint is found in the -ſame fields and gardens 
in common with it, they certainly cannot be the ſame as ſome authors 
contend.

CARDIAC Mint grows about two feet in height; its ſtalk is upright, 
branched; of a dark-brown colour and almoſt ſmooth; the leaves are 
ſmooth; long, narrow, ſerrated, and acuminated, of a deep green colour; 
the lower leaves ſtand on ſhort footſtalks, but the upper ones are ſeſſile; 
the cluſters of flowers grow in the boſoms of the leaves towards the top 
of the ſtalks and branches; they are very numerous, and the floral leaves 
being very long and narrow, give it ſo much the habit of Spear-Mint, 
that it is often taken for it and Parkinſon himſelf calls it Spear-Mint, 
being in his time conſtantly uſed for it; and our cottagers in Somerſet- 
ſhire and Wiltſhire Mill retain it in their gardens for the true Spear-Mint, 
but is very inferior to it as a febrifuge; although as a ſtomachick and 
cardiack, I believe it excels it. 


The flowers are of a pale pink colour, and the ſtamens ſhorter than 
the bloſſom. | 


This plant is very frequent in ditches, and waſte places near towns and 
villages; but a true ſpontaneous habitat I have never had the good luck

THIS Mint grows to the height of two feet and more; the ſtalks are 
ſlender, hard, and upright, very little branched, with very ſmall, upright 
branches, which ſeldom afford any bloſſoms ; they are at firſt white, and, 
by degrees, become of a pale-brown colour ; the whirls of flowers are 
fewer and ſmaller than in the preceding; the leaves ſtand on footſtalks, 
are of a long ovate pointed ſhape, a little hairy and ſerrated ; the nerves 


are white: it has an agreeable aromatic-minty ſmell. The ſtamens are 
ſhorter than the bloſſoms. 


It differs from the foregoing in having no ſmell of Baſil, and the floral 
leaves are broader and ſtand on footſtalks, whereas in the former they are 
ſeſſile and very narrow, merely bracteals ; nor has it the leaſt reſemblance 
of ſpear-mint, which that has. Moreover, a perſon laying out a ſpeci- 
men of gentilis for drying will not be able to waſh off the Baſil ſmell from 


his hands in haſte; on the contrary, this plant leaves a pleaſant ſmell, 
and 1s eaſily waſhed off. 


It grows by the ſides of rivers and brooks, but very ſparingly. I found 
this by the ſide of a brook near Bradford, Wilts, in the year 1772.

The 
leaves are oval; they have ſhort footſtalks, are harſh, wrinkled, hairy, 
and deeply ſerrated; and what 1s very peculiar to this mint, the leaves 
all the way up the ſtalk to where the branches commence are depend- 
ing, and hang down cloſe to the ſtalk ; the ſtamens are ſhorter than the 
bloſſom: it has a ſtrong ſmell of pepper-mint, and might, with pro- 
priety, be called Whirled Pepper-Mint.

I found this plant in the year 1789, in wet places in the New Foreſt, 
Hants, particularly in a common, (Alderbury common) near the Roe-

minty ſmell.

THIS Mint grows about three feet in height; the ſtalk is ſquare, up- 
right, branched, and hairy, turning from a dark green to a reddiſh colour 
as the ſummer advances; the leaves ſtand on footſtalks, they are broad, 
ovate, and pointed, ſharply ſerrated, and are hairy underneath, but 
almoſt ſmooth on the upper ſides; the nerves are remarkably ſtrong and 
branched, turning red towards autumn. The cluſters of flowers are lateral 
and ſeſſile towards the top of the ſtalks, but the bottom cluſters are pedun- 
culated, ſtanding on one common footſtalk, as expreſſed in the plate. The 
bloſſoms are of a very pale pink colour, and are ſhorter than the ſtamens. 


This plant has a coarſe, ſavage aſpect, not unlike the common fig- 
wort: 1t has a heavy mixed goatiſh ſmell of ſpear-mint.

Variety the firſt—Brook-Mint, reſembling common calamint in face, 
habit, and ſmell.

Wraxall, Wilts, called Wraxall-Ponds.

THIS is the moſt elegant plant of all the Mint tribe, growing from 
three to four feet in height; its ſtalk 1s ſquare, hard, and red, or rather 
of a dark cheſnut colour; upright, except towards the top, where it be- 
comes flowing, as do alſo the collateral branches, which are not very 
numerous; the main ſtalk or leader runs on to a greater height than in 
all other mints, except the laſt No. xx. with this difference, the leader in 
that runs upright and formal—in this, it is flowing, graceful, and eaſy; 
the leaves ſtand on ſhort footſtalks, they are rigid, ſomewhat criſped or 
curled, ovate, pointed, and deeply ſerrated all the way. down to the very 
point itſelf ; the nerves of the leaves are red and a little hairy, as are alſo 
the edges of the leaves, but the ſurfaces are ſmooth. The cluſters of 
flowers fit in the boſoms of the leaves; the flowers are larger than thoſe 
of any other mint, of a bright red colour, having the ſtamens longer 


than the bloſom. 


John Bauhiyi's deſcription of it 1s excellent, as indeed moſt of his are. 


I brought this plant twenty-three years ago from a brook in North- 
Wales. I alſo ſaw it in various waters in Colebrook-Dale, as well as in 
a wet place een Kidderminſter and Bridgenorth, Salop.

The whirls of the flowers fit in the boſoms of the leaves fo 
cloſe together as to reſemble a ſpike; and what is particularly character- 
iſtic in this plant, the ſtalk terminates in a round head of flowers like the 
water mints, whereas all the other verticillate mints terminate in a neat 
roſeate knot of leaves. The flowers are large, and of a pale purple co- 
lour; the ſtamens juſt equal with the bloſſom. 


This plant has a moſt agreeable fragrant ſmell, reſembling ſweet mar- 
joram. It is a late plant, and blows in the middle of September.

This uſeful plant is ſo well known in all families, and treated of by 
ſo many authors, that it 1s needleſs here to enlarge upon it; but it was 


neceſſary to introduce it to perfect my deſign, that of exhibiting a com- 
pleat ſet of Plates of all the Britiſh Mints hitherto diſcovered. 


The fine ſpecimen from which this plate was taken, I gathered in the 
beginning of September, in a pond at the back of the Ball-faced Stag, 


Epping-Foreſt, in 1793, where it grows abundantly, and in great lux- 
uriance.

THIS Mint grows about a foot and half in height; the ſtalk is up- 
right, very hairy, and not branched, unleſs quite at the top; its flowers 
are in very compact heads; the leaves are rather heart-ſhaped than ovate, 
and are ſoft and woolly; the ſtamens are ſhorter than the bloſſom: it has a 
fine aromatic ſmell, and is, in its aſpect, ſo totally different from aquatica 
minor, and major, that it might with propriety be made a diſtinct mint. 


It grows upon Lanſdown, in the ſpring-head of Locks-brook, (along 
with aquatica major and pip. officinalis) as well as in various other elevated 
ſwamps about Bath. It is a late plant, and does not blow before the 
latter end of September.

In pages 21 and 50, to the quotation from Merret, which is cited to both plants, the mark 
of Interrogation, which I intended, is omitted—being doubtful, from his indefinite de- 
ſcription, which it beſt ſuited; or whether it means either of them;—it is hoped there- 
fore, that ſome Botaniſt, whom it may ſuit to ſearch the way between Pemſey and Lewes, 
Suſſex, will ſoon be able to find the plant and aſcertain it. 
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
